THE POST BIBLICAL HISTORY OF 
THE JEWS. 


* Deep interest having been excited by the ed- 
mirdhte Lectures of Dr. Raphall en the Post 
Biblical History ot the Jews, now in progress of 
delivery ia the Hall of the University of Pean- 
syivania, we have thes far taken ample notes, 
and will endeavor to spread the whole of them 
betore our readers. The attendance every even- 
ing is large and respectable, and we observe 
among the seudience many of our clergy, and 
othet cstusens distinguished for jearning. 1a bis 
introduction, Dr. R. stated thet be hed first been 
induced te deliver these Lectures at the request 
of the Directors of the Polytechmic Institution of 
Birmingham, Kagland, et the time when the 
recent election of Baron Rothechild to represent 
the City of Lendon in the Parliament of Great 
Britain, and the debates on the removal of the 
civil dwabilities of the Jews, bad cansed consi- 
derable excitement, and directed genera! atten- 
ties te their past history, their preseat condition, 
and future prospects. The main subjects of the 
firet Lecture were, “ Judes under the Persiane— 
Alexander of Macedon at Jerusaiem—The Pto- 
lemies —Antiocbus iV. —The Mac- 
cabecs—and Judea Independent.” Dr. R. said 
that the past history of the Jews is well deser- 
ving of attention, as it connects itself insepare 
bly, and down to the present day, with the most 
ancient and sacred records, from which the 
civilized world derived its faith, and on which 
it reste ite bepe. That the Jews, beyond ali 
other nations, bad exercised the most lasting 
influence on the bumen mind—en influence 
which had outlived the philosophy of Greece, 
and the statesmanship of Rome, and to which 
every succeeding century, every edvance in 
knowledge, every discovery of science, every 


—yet the people themselves, scattered and de- 
spised, bad, during many ages, been the jest of 
folly amd the scorn of pride: and had even yet 
to struggle for civil equality end freedom of con- 
science. Speaking of the wide dispersion of tie 
Jews, the lecterer said that wherever civilize- 
thom dispenses its biessings, the Jew is either ite 
forerunner er immediate follower,— wherever 
commerce spreads ber sails, the Jew is ready to 
cement that bond of peece and good-will whch 
unites the most distant nations. Wherever the 
dignity of bumen natare bac been respected in 
him, wherever be bad been treated as a man and 


im the image of God, and that his bosom, too, 


mankind; and ever when the iron hand of des- 
potiem had crashed him to the dust, or the sou! 
slaying Venom of contempt gnawed a! bis mind 
and cowed bis better part of man, even then be 
strove to preserve those nobier feelings insepa- 
rable from the memory of bis former greatness. 
The pest biblical history of the Jews, extend 
ing over two thousand years and aimeost the 


powers of mind, both active and passive, carried 
te an uncommon height. They would see bow 
the Grmness of principle could resist the obsti- 
nacy of preyadice ; how the inflexible determina- 
tion to suffer could wear out 
to inflsct, so tha! mind trrumphs over matter, the 
lefty hope over the crushing reality. ii it be 
trae that the noblest sight in nature is a good 
man struggling ageinet adversity, what must 1 
be to see an entire people martyrs te principle, 
who, during centuries, bere up against every ill; 
and who, when a few brief words would at ence 
have delivered them {rom persecution acd op 
pression, disdained to utter those few words, be 
cause they could not do it with = clear con- 
science—bdecause they feared God mere than 
man, and valued truth higher than life. The 
lectarer then proceeded to enter on the imme 
diate wabject of bis lecture, in the course of 
which be gave « clear aod highly interesting 
view of the connexion and influence of Perrian 
and Greek politics, with and om the histery of 
the Jews; the religious persecution of the Jews 
by Antiochus Ep phanes, and the wars of the 
Maccabees, which resulted in the independence 
of Judes.

defence, no remetance was offered, and Ptolemy 
abused his blecdiess by carrying awey 
one bundred thousand captives, whom he settled 
cheefy at Alexandria in Egypt, and Cyrene. 
It was at thie time « very frequent custom with 
the enemies of the Jews, to attack them on the 
Sebbeth, knowing that on thet day they would 
hot fight, even to preserve their wives and chil- 
dren from slavery and outrage. 

Among the mary instances recorded of fear- 
less devotion and high principle, the following te 
especially worthy of being mentioned. 12 one of 
bis furious fits of drumkengess, a mother and her 
seven sons were breught before King Antiochus. 
One by one the six cider sons were summoned to 
worship idols. And, on their indignant refrssl, 
they were cruelly put to death. At length the 
youngest, a mere child, alone remained. The 
King, weary perhaps of slaughter, or touched 
with some emotion of pity at the sight of the 
wretched mother, offered a compromise to the 
bey. He teld him that he should sot be com. 
pelied to worship any idel; but that he, the King, 
would throw his signet on the ground, and that 
the boy should knee! and pick it up; se thet the 
crowd, which stood af a distance, might suppose 
he had worshipped, and the King’s eatherity ap- 
pear trinmpbant. When the young hero sternly 
refused to join in thie imposture, the King urged 
the mother to speak to her son, and to exert her 


follow the example of hie brethren, and like them 
to die for the trath. The noble bry did eo; and 
the mother exulting in the sacrifice she had 
brought, erciaimed, “Abraham, | bave sur- 
passed thee; for thou didst enly offer up one sun. 
whereas | offer up seven.” She then liewies 
submitted to death. 
la Modin, a village of Judea, on an eminence, 
commanding 2 view of the sea, lived Mattathias, 
an aged man of the sacerdotal line, with bis five 
sons, Joannan, Simon, Jadas, Eleazar, and Jona- 
thar,—eil in the prime of life. He often lament- 
ed before his soos the wretched state of their 
people, and was aceustomed to say thet it was 
far more nobie to sacrifice (heir lives in defence 
of their religion, their laws, and their country, 
than to apostates and slaves. The oppor- 
tunity of vindicatirg his principles, and of pro- 
ving thet they were these of bis soul, noi mere- 
ly of bis lips, was soon afforded tohim. Apeiies, 
& reysal officer, arrived at Modin, te enjorce the 
edict fer ebolishing the religion and laws of the 
Jews. He Gret applied to Mattathias, the man 
whose priestly birth and high mora! character 
! eve him the Gret rena in the place, and the inftu- 
| ence wheee example would insure willing 
obedience te the decree of Antiochus. Threats 
< promises were alike resorted to by Apelies, 
bat in vain. Mattathias nobly replied, that. 
though every other person submitted, he wou! 























ow bis example. Toe altercation which eneved 
became aggravated by an apostate, who, in the 
hie indignant countrymen, 
to the idole whose worship the royal 
commanded. He fell by the hand of Mattathies 
—Apelies himeecif and bis attendants were at 
tacked and slain, and the men of Modin retir 
to the mouctains. Many and zealous Jews 
oimed them, and rallied round the standard oi 
freedom which Mattathias and his sons erected 
Success attended their undertakings, which were 
conducted with equal enterprise and discretion. 
For a time Mattathias and bis followers lay 
tidden in the mountain fastnerses; and as op 
portunity offered, attacked the towns, destroyed 
he heathen altars, enforced circumcision, re-es- 
tablished synagogues tor public worship, and 
trove eff such of the King’s officers as were ap 
pointed to enforce idolatry. 

Tue venerable Mattathias did not long survive 
these first successes. Dying, he entrus 
command te the most valiant of bis sons, Judas 
surnamed, “ Maceabeus.” It is supposed this 
name wes given from the inscription of bis ban- 
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aod bis worthy brethren, the giorious prototypes 
to all whe, in after ages, merited the blessings 
of their oppressed and injured fellew-men.

RECOLLECTIONS OF HIS PREACHING. 


WRITTEN POR THE SATURDAY EVENING POST. 





The recent demise of this talented man, once 
great orator and preacher, and newly created 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church, has 
brought to the mind of the writer, recollections 
of bis preaching, some account of which may 
pot be uninteresting to the reader. 

I never heard Mr. Bascom but twice, but such 
wes the i that his person, manner, 
voice and preaching made upon me, that | shall 
never forget them.

Mr. Bascom preached twice—on Leo’ day 
morning and at aight—in the eld Methodist 
Church; as it was before they had built their 
large and commodious sew house, siace erected. 
Attracted by the fame of the preacher, and the 
great reputation of the orator, an immense con- 
course were drawn thither to bear him, among 
them the literati and talent of the place, Doctor 
Lindsay, President of the U others.

HOWLAND & WOOLSEY’S PROCESS 
FOR REFINING SUGAR. 

This process is expected to prove as important 
te cane growers as the cotton gin has to the cot- 
ton tate. It was discovered simultaneously in 
France and Yankee-land, but the above named 
gentlemen have purchased the rights of both clai- 
mante for the Uaited States. Those unacquaint- 
ed with the process of refining suger will appre- 
ciate the importance of this discovery, when told 
that the operation which is at present slow and 
tedious, cccapytag several wecks im its Many stag: 
is performed by the new process in twee sunntes. 
A namber of the New York Sun of a late date 
contained a description from which we cut the 
following 

The invention is one of remarkable ingenuity 
and certainty in its operations. The sugar to be 
refined is mixed with molasses uotil it is of 0 
semi-fieid consistency. The mass is then placed 
within a revolving , the wires of which are 
0 fine as te retain the sugar, but permitting the 
exit of the liqaid parts. By means of steam 
power the tremendous velocity of (wo thousand 
revolutions per minute is given to the sieve; end 
eo great is the centrifugal force thus applied to 
the mixture within, that the molasses and im- 
purities instantly fy off, leaving the sugar be- 
bied, purified, white, and, what seems singular, 
perfectly dry. The article thus produced te what 
is generally known as refined brown suger. It 
resembles powdered |: af eogar, and needs bat one 
more operation to convert it into the loaf. The 
entire machine occupies but little more space 
than a good sized weeh-tubd. 

The great value of this discovery will be appe- 
rent to all. Sagar planters at the S-ath have 
comparatively no facilities for sugar refiaing. 
They ship their products just as they come from

HOW THE THE CANDLE BURN BURNS. 


INTERESTING Fact! CTs IN CHEMISTR 


The following description of the process by 
which « candle barns, is prepared from “ The 
Chemistry of & Candle,” publ shed in Dickene’s 
* Household Words.” 
By looking down on the top of @ wax candi, 
& little cup of melted wax may be seen just 
around the wick. The cool air keeps the outende 
hard, se that a rim is formed, which prevents the 
melted wax from running down the mde. The 
wax in the little cop goes up through the wick 
to be burned, just as the oil does in the wick of 
alamp. It goes up through the little passage: 
im the cotton wiek, because very small channels 
or poves, have the power in themesives of suck- 
ing up liquide. This power is called capillary 
attractions. 
Wheb the candice is biown out a smoke rises 
from the wick. I « bit of lighted paper be held 
ia the smoke, the candle will light again without 
touching the flame to the wick. This shows 
that the melted wax sucked ep through the wick 
is turned inte vapor, which burns and commun: 
cates the fire to the wick. 
When the candle is lighted, the beat of the 
berning vapor keeps on meiling more war, aod 
that is sucked up within the flame, where it is 
turned into vapor and barned; and this process 
ws continued until the wax 1s aii used up, and the 
candle is gone, or burned up, as it is termed. 
Notwithstanding the flame of the candle looks 
@at, it is beth round and boliow 
& pow it ms thus drawn up by the hot air. 
Hot air always risee—-and that is [he way smoke 
ws taken up & chimeey. It goes up with the 
current of heated air. 
The bright fame of the candle is often no 
thicker than a sheet of paper, aud it does not 
even touch the wick. That the fame is boliow 
may be seen by tak’ng « piece of paper and bold- 
ing it for a second or two down upon the candle 
fame, keeping the flame steady. When t 
bleck from the emoke has been rubbed o 
will be seen that the paper is scorched in the 
sbape of a ring, while inside of the ring it is only 
soiled, and not scarcely singed at all.
